OPA Blamed 
for Trouble on 
Home Front

Congressional commiltee 
blamed 


Office of Price Administration pol- 
icies

breakdown on the home front." 


The committee, set up by the 


House last year to study 
the prob- 
lems of small business, said in a 
preliminary report the nation's sys- 
tem of consumer goods ditribution 
"has been seriously 
undermined 


and weakened as a result of" OPA 
policies "and a 
collapse 
which 


might gravely imperil the enlire 
war effort appears 
inevitable un- 
less these policies are speedily'Cor- 
rected." 


Part of the blame for existing 


conditions, the committee contin- 
ued, must be shared by the War 
Production Board and the smaller 
War Plants Corporation operating 
under WPB. 


It listed "price squeezes" 
and 


"inequitable distribution of mer- 
chandise" 
as two factors 
which 
"could and should be adjusted" by 
OA and WPB.

"unnecessary reports and complex- 
ity and multiplicity of regulations" 
under which business must oper-

to determine which arc best adapt- 
ed for home and commercial use in 
this section. 


George W. Ware, assistant direc- 


tor in charge of the station, staled 
that many of the so called old 
standard varieties have

aside for superior newly developed 
introductions.

pied less than two hours after the 
attack started. 


I walked into the village after 


the attack as the Americans were 
consolidating their positions. I saw 
a few Jap dead, and no pirsoncrs. 
American casualties 
were 
negli- 


gible. 


For weeks 
Buna was the 
center 


of the invaders' hold 
on the north- 


ern Papuan coast of New Guinea. 


While there are other 
Japanese 
strongpolnts in the immediate vi- 
cinity which 
probably are 
better 


defended at present, and must be 
taken, the occupation of Buna re- 
lieved a sore spot on the Ameri- 
can left flank. 


The attack started at 7 a. m. 


with one of the 
heaviest 
mortor 
barrages ever laid down in this 
section. Four hundred rounds of 
shells were poured into the enemy 
positions in a short time. 


Then the Americans hit the vil- 


lage from two sides, 
and 
they 


showered the Japanese with every- 
thing they had from rifles to ma- 
chineguns. 


They fired both along the ground 


and into the trees to clear out 
snipers. 


While one unit which 
held 
a 


beachhead to the cast moved into 
the village clearing, another 
unit 


inland started a swinging door at- 
tack, sweeping in along a river to 
the west. 


These forces met in the clearing, 


and the village was taken. 


The commanding officer told me 


he believed that at the time of the 
final attack not more than 20 to 50 
Japanese were there. A few were 
killed. Some were 
believed to have 


infiltrated through the American 
lines in an effort to reach their 
comrades at Buna 
Mission, 300 


yards away. Others, it was be- 
lieved, swam to the mission. 


A major step in the taking of 


Buna goes back nine days. It was 
then that Sergeant Herman Bottch- 
er, of San Francisco, led a force 
through enemy lines, established a 
beachhead alongside the village, 
and fought off two counterattacks. 
; Since then the Americans closed 
in steadily, making the village un- 
tenable for the enemy. 


Capt. Alfred E. Meyer, of She- 


boygan, Wis., commanded one at- 
tacking force, and Capt. Michael 
Ustruck, of Ripon, Wis., the other. 


I arrived in time to duck two 


snipers' bullets and talk to some 
off the soldiers who participated in 
the atatck.

We shot into the ground where the 
Jap machine-guns might be and 
into the trees where we knew there 
were Japs.

Japs behind us in the mission area, 
so some of us turned our guns 
around and poured back at them. 
We called for artillery fire against 
the mission and when that came, , 
it helped. 


"Then we saw our Ijoys come 


from the opposite side and we went 
around tossing grenades into pill- 
boxes just to make sure." 


I went into the village across a 


wide field and down a narrow path. 
In the field, troops were burying 
the bodies of men killed 
before to- 
day but which they had been un- 
able to recover because of Japa- 
nese fire. The 
graves 
were 
in 


straight 
lines, each with 
a large 
wooden cross. There were 21. 


The Japnaese had built impres- 


sive pillboxes, some facing the sea, 
some the land. They had construct- 
ed them from palm trunks with 
heavy timbers on top covered by 
dirt. They were so sturdy that they 
showed no signs of having been 
damaged by either our bombs or 
heavy mortra fire. 


In the center of the village was 


considerable Japanese equipment — 
red and white signal flags, shilling 
notes printed 
in 
Japan, 
highly 


scented 
powder, 
toothbrushes, 


razors with American trade names, 
Japanese canned food, 
paper fans 
and a few shells. 


I saw few light arms and ammu- 


nition, but 
Americans 
had a full 
day collecting souvenirs.
